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SCHOOL REPORT, 


For THE YEAR Enpine Mar. 10, 85. 


Your superintendent has labored hard to manifest a good degree 
of interest in the schools. Many qualities enter into good teaching. 
Few teachers are good 1n every respect. Those fitting better to 
one place might fail in another. Suitable inquiry before engag- 
ing a teacher as to whether he knows what to teach, how to teach 
it, and has the energy a teacher ought to have willusually end 
in selecting wisely. Life, order, experience and knowledge tell 
in a school room. The appearance of the school during the terms 
and at the closing examination has been satisfactory. 

Franklin Readers have been exchanged for Sheldon Readers, 

and Brand’s Physiology introduced. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Fall Term. Miss Grace M. Cutting began this school and bid 
fair for a pleasant and successful term but was obliged to leave it 
at the close of one week on account of sickness. The committee 
was fortunate in selecting Edgar W. Davis to finish with good 
success. 

DISTRICT. NO. 2. 


The three terms taught by Miss May I. Cutting. Her expe- 
rience and love for teaching make her a very successful teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer term taught by Miss Leila S. Kibbey, this being her 
first term. Her grammar exhibition from the blackboard, also 
excellence in writing, deserves highest commendation. The neat- 
/ ness and floral display at the close deserve mention. Fall term 
taught by Mr. Francis W. Cutting, his first in teaching with grand 
‘success. In this dictrict isa new school house, very nice and 
convenient for the scholars. The school-room is furnished with 
three nice maps. Winter term was under the instruction of Mr. 
William Fletcher, this being his first term. Met with good 
success. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Three terms taught by Miss Estelle M. Rowell, an experienced, 
thorough and practical teacher. Intelligent progress was made in 
all branches. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


In this district there was only one term during the year. Fall 
term was taught by Miss Sophia Stockwell, her first effort. A 
great improvement in reading was made during the term of six 
weeks. Other recitations were commendable. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer term of six weeks, taught by Miss Axie Blaisdell, this 
being her first attempt as teacher. On first visiting it only one 
scholar was present. The teacher was equal to more, but made 
her ability useful to the few. | 

In conclusion, I will say, in higher branches, if these be higher, 
19 studied physiology, 14 algebra and three book-keeping. The — 
lower branches were pursued duly according to age, and with 
usual success. Especial improvement in reading appeared, and ~ 
good progress was made in writing and spelling. Arithmetic and 
geography were not neglected, and should not be. To crush 
these down with seemingly ‘‘ higher” is to destroy the foundation — 
of a reasonable, right education. Irregularity of attendance is a — 
serious evil in our schools. A scholar who is inconstant at school — 
cannot sustain his standing in his class, and as he finds himself — 

‘falling behind his classmates, becomes discouraged, careless and — 
indifferent, and gradually slackens his efforts and slides to the foot — 
of his class, or very likely out of school altogether. Not unlikely | 
the blame is laid upon the teacher or management of the school, 
rather than upon the true cause. The remedy lies with the parents. — 
Let them see that their children are at school regularly, then there — 
~ will be less occasion to complain of want of progress, or discour- — 
agement in their studies. It is very important that the work done — 
in our schools should be thorough. I would express my thanks to — 
parents, teachers, and scholars, for the kindness shown me, and 

wish them all success in the future.
